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TREES IN THE URBAN LANDSCAPE 


HE love of trees that found its highest expression in this country in the 

landscape gardening and the landscape painting of the eighteenth and early 
nineteenth centuries is still with us, but, alas, not everywhere apparent. Only 
too often do we see instances of bad planting—sometimes the right trees in 
the wrong place, or the wrong trees in the right place—of neglect or mutilation 
that could and probably would be avoided if there were a better general 
knowledge of the subject; often no planting at all where it is obviously 
wanted. 

The opportunities for wise tree-planting and landscaping are more numerous 
and pressing today than perhaps ever before—in screening the scars and 
offences of industry, in providing shade and natural beauty in new housing 
estates and slum clearance and redevelopment schemes, as shelter belts for 
urban expansion in exposed areas, and for a host of other needs and purposes. 
Planning authorities can now not only insist on higher standards of design, 
but can make tree preservation orders to ensure that fine standing trees are 
not felled; and since the layout of new estates is subject to their approval 
they can ensure that roads and buildings are sited to allow for incidental 
open spaces on which trees can be planted. 

With the object of stimulating observation and inducing a better-informed 





popular opinion on the subject of trees and their uses, the Ministry of Hous- 


ing and Local Government has published an excellent book entitled ‘ Trees 
in Town and City ’ (London: HM Stationery Office, price 7s. 6d.). The subject 
is dealt with simply and comprehensively in four chapters entitled: Trees and 
the Town Today, Planning for the Future, The Choice and Care of Trees, 
and Tree Lists and Tables, accompanied by 112 photographic and other 
illustrations, beautifully reproduced. 

It is not suggested that this book is a substitute for the services of the land- 
scape architect, but it provides valuable guidance and information on the 
planting and maintenance of trees for those in need of it. The lists of trees 
in alphabetical order with descriptions and cultural notes are particularly 
useful. Further details of the booklet are on page 465. 


NEEDLESS STATISTICS? 


HE Metropolitan and Home Counties Branch of the Institute of Muni- 

cipal Treasurers and Accountants has recently published* a comprehen- 
sive set of statistics showing for the year ending March 31, 1958, an analysis 
of the average cost per house of maintenance and repair work carried out 
to the several types of houses owned and managed by local authorities. 

The statistics gathered from 260 such authorities in England and Wales, 
and relating to some 901,284 houses, have been tabulated under five classes 
of property, viz.:— 

. Houses erected under 1919 Act. 
. Other Pre-war houses. 
3. Traditional Post-war houses. 
. Non-Traditional Post-war houses. 
. Temporary Bungalows. 

The average cost per house has in each class been separated into 10 sub-divi- 
sions, e.g., ° Plumbing and Water Fittings, * Grates, Coppers and Ranges (other 
than gas or electric, * Internal Decorations,’ etc. 

It is, of course, desirable and necessary that the cost of maintenance repair 
work of local authority housing should be known and recorded, but it is doubt- 
ful whether any local authority can so accurately analyse the costs of the 
complex and multitudinous operations encountered in general maintenance

and Accountants (Metropolitan and Home Counties’ Branch), price 5/- for first copy, 2/6 for 
subsequent copies, from G. P. Cornish, FIMTA, Town Hall, Hendon. 
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repair work that the resultant apportionments are of sufficient value to war- 
rant the time and effort involved at the expense of the ratepayer and taxpayer. 

Is there any practical value in the information that in one given year South- 
end-on-Sea County Borough Council spent on * repairs to the paths, fencing, 
gates and boundary walls, gulleys and drains’ of their traditional post-war 
houses an average of 7s. 8d. per house and on their non-traditional post-war 
houses I 1s. ld. per house, whereas Ashton-under-Lyne Borough Council spent 


respectively 8s. ld. and 6s. 3d. ? 


Surely considerable public expense can be saved by limiting the amount of 
statistical research to the provision of information necessary to assist in the 
control of overall costs. The compilers of these statistics would indeed be 
rendering a public service if, in future, instead of extracting from their 
obviously very numerous records relatively unimportant data, they would pub- 
lish the average overall cost per house of all houses within their control 
together with the average overall cost per house of Local Authority 


Administration. 


After all, some 300,000 building trade operatives in the direct employ of 
public authorities are engaged entirely on maintenance and repair work ! 


Notes of the Week 
Oxford’s New College 


RITISH architectural opinion has 

hardened considerably in the last few 
days against Oxford’s proposal to offer 
the job of designing the new St. Cathe- 
rine’s College to Mr. Arne Jacobsen. This 
is to offer no discourtesy to the Danish 
architect who created a very good impres- 
sion on his appearance at the RIBA last 
week when the Danish Ambassador 
opened the exhibition of his work. A 
good many visitors who had previously 
little knowledge of Mr. Jacobsen’s work 
in Denmark formed the view from the 
buildings on show that, while the pre- 
sentation and photography were of a stan- 
dard not previously seen at the RIBA, 
the work itself was hardly of such out- 
standing quality as to justify his intro- 
duction into Oxford building. ‘If a 
foreign architect must be brought into 
the picture, why not a recognised master 
such as the most recent Royal Gold 
Medallist, Mies van der Rohe?’ it is 
asked, ‘but why import a foreigner at 
all?’ 

Oxford has an opportunity here (unless 
the College building committee commit 
themselves irrevocably) to do what Cam- 
bridge has obviously been in too great 
a hurry to do—organise an open archi- 
tectural competition, open if necessary to 
the world, for plans for St. Catherine’s. 
This advice has, no doubt, already been 
tendered to Dr. Bullock, the Censor of 
St. Catherine’s, and we shall hope that he 
may adopt it. 


COMPETITION FOR A CIVIC 
CENTRE, IPSWICH.—Results 
in this two-stage open compe- 
tition were declared this week.

Architecture Club Night Out 


AsouTt 180 MEMBERS of the Architec- 
ture Club spent Tuesday evening of last 
week at the Corbusier Exhibition at the 
Building Centre, and so made their con- 
tribution to attendance figures which 
already are well over 30,000. A number 
of notable people in the arts and archi- 
tectural worlds were present; what all of 
them made of the exhibition is not on 
record, but there was less idol-worship- 
ping than might have been expected from 
a membership which, architecturally 
speaking, is well-informed. That the 
Master’s early period (and particularly 
the late ‘twenties) was his particular 
golden age is an assessment that several 
expressed. 

* + * 

THE BUILDING CENTRE, as_ hosts, 
managed the evening delightfully and Mr. 
Gontran Goulden, in his first part as Hon. 
Secretary of the Club, deserves congratu- 
lation. The serving of French table wines 
instead of the inevitable sherry was much 
appreciated. Among visitors, and brought 
by Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Macmanus, 
was a young Yugoslavian architect, Mr. 
Lovro Perkovic, of Split, who has been 
working in Coventry. The Yugoslavian 
method of architectural practice, by 
which an architect can join a co-operative 
or (if the commissariat agrees that there is 
a need) set up his own co-operative is 
interesting. Even more so is the system 
of contracting. All firms are nominally 
Government-backed but may enter into 
competition with others in the same 
town. 60 per cent of each man’s basic 
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salary is guaranteed by the State, and any 
profit made by the co-operative is shared 
according to a scale decided by its mem- 
bers. There are apparently no losses. We 
can expect a holiday rush to Yugoslavia! 
RBS Exhibition 

TUCKED away in the Bloomsbury 
seclusion of Queen-square, No. 6 to be 
precise, the Royal Society of British 
Sculptors combined a very friendly sherry 
party with a photographic display of 
members’ work, writes Marjorie Mor- 
rison. Now an exhibition of photo- 
graphs of sculpture sounds rather a bore, 
but in actual fact it did not prove at all 
dull. One positive advantage emerged 
that it was possible to show, without the 
jumble-sale-look, a mass of very diverse 
work within a very small space. Another 
credit point was the photographs them 
selves, many of them very beautiful in 
their own right. 

The number of works that could have 
come under the classification of archi- 
tectural sculpture was surprising, and 
suggests that quite a lot of work is being 
commissioned for the new _ towns, 
churches, schools and housing schemes of 
Britain. Some examples at random—a 
panel for the LCC shopping centre, 
Loughton, by Scott Wilkinson; a baroque 
boy-riding-on-fish fountain, for Crawley 
New Town, by E. Bainbridge Copnall; a 
bold heraldic figure for Bassingbourne 
Village College, by Harold Dow. There 
were many examples in the religious field 

~a very moving head from a crucifixion, 
in wood, by Michael Clark, a formal font 
for Llandaff Cathedral, by Alan Durst, 
and Stations of the Cross, in perspex, by 
Arthur Fleischmann; space forbids more 
than a mention of the work of Josephina 
de Vasconcellos in built-up plaster and 
the interesting portraits by Cecil Bevis. 

Architects might note that the Royal 
Society of British Sculptors is always 
ready to answer questions and to give 
help in finding the right sculptor to suit a 
particular job or a particular architect. 


Underground at Notting Hill Gate 


WE are told that 32,000 vehicles a day 
pass through the bottle-neck at Notting 
Hill Gate and that up to now two million 
people per year have crossed the road 
while changing from the Central Line 
Underground Station to the Circle and 
District Lines on the other side of the 
road. 

Above ground the only signs of the 
new Notting Hill Gate are the ‘slalom’ 
course followed by those 32,000 vehicles 
and a great deal of excavation and demo- 
lition work. The road is to become 60 ft. 
instead of 30 ft. wide and this would have 
doubled the chance of some of the train- 
hopping passengers reaching hospital 
rather than their destination. Below 
ground the new London Transport station 
enables passengers to change trains 
without crossing any road. The station, 
opened on March 1, is very attractive, 
colourful, light and efficiently planned. It 
makes several breaks with tradition with 
a non-symmetrical booking hall, coloured 
plastic roofing to the escalator tunnels (no 
more peeling, discoloured plaster) and 
some attractive fluorescent light fittings. 
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ARNE JACOBSEN EXHIBITION

wat anyone who reads this please 
allow for (a) the slightly “flu-fogged 
Saturday visit on which it is based and 
(b) the inevitability of mentioning what 
has re-echoed as the ‘Oxford Clanger *? 
The latter, which can wait, is simply 
because to ignore it may be misconstrued. 
When some time ago, a Sunday Critic 
publicly charged this paper with 
‘Xenophobia’ for (as | remember) sug- 
gesting that a current spate of foreign 
exhibitions at the RIBA might be 
exchanged for an equivalent in British 
‘exports,’ anything can happen in the 
misconstruction line! 

Meantime, to enjoy Jacobsen, which is 
easy to do; the RIBA exhibition hall has 
not often looked better. The indecision 
about natural vs. artificial lighting is 
resolved, the photographs are superb, 
their relation to the excellent catalogue 
easy on the eye, and the addition of 
models and examples of ‘applied art’ 
(furniture, fabrics, steel table-tools and 
lamps) makes the exhibition, designed by 
Jacobsen himself, a pretty complete 
exposé of a versatile designer. A sprink- 
ling of uncatalogued  water-colour 
sketches, some holiday and other apparent 
inventions, are relevant and not to be 
overlooked. 

My own first encounter with Jacobsen’s 
work was within the first hours of a first 
visit to Denmark in the mid-thirties. The 
Bellevue bathing-beach and adjacent pro- 


jects (1930-33) made a heady impression 
at a time when that dear old word Func- 
tionalism was as much in the air of an 
unusually southern Danish summer as it 
was in Hertfordshire, where one was see- 
ing much of Wells Coates and his early 


work as neighbour and friend. I was 
delighted to be reminded of Klampen- 
borg, though I think the Theatre (1935) 
was unfinished, and I did not see those 
splendidly bulgeous and serpentine swags 
of cane. 

In this or near bays is also Jacobsen’s 
own Summer House at Gudmindruplyng 
(1937) which starts a train of thought sug- 
gesting a strong feeling, if not preference, 
for the domestic scale. In its way, it dis- 
armingly warms the ice-cold precision of 
larger public work as indicatively as 
Corb’s own little chalet—though the con- 
trast there is hardly with precision and 
clear-cutting! This periodic re-humanis- 
ing through domestic work, mostly 
‘bespoke,’ is important throughout the 
exhibition. Typical houses are those for 
Professor Christensen (1937) and C. A. 
Moller (1951). 

Jacobsen has also done eminently well 
by commerce and industry: the Fish 
Smoke-house at Odden (1942), whose 
photograph gains enormously by the 
anchor in the foreground, is getting near 
the whimsy which pops up almost trol- 
lishly in the Henning Simony house 
(1954)—and none the worse for that, in 
juxtaposition with, e.g., the rhythmic 
counterpoint of the Christensen Cylinder- 
boring Factory (1957). 

A personal favourite in ad hoc solu- 
tions has long been the Sg@holm ‘ chain- 
houses” (1950-55). Of these I can hardly 


say fairer than that they 
were enthused over by a 
firmly pre-shrunk neo- 
Georgian who is also an 
unrivalled small-house 
planner—largely, I suspect, 
because of the marked 
classical character of the 
garden elevations through 
the deft composition and 
scaling of their few simple 
elements of louvres, cross- 
wall ends, clerestory lights, 
balcony and stacks. 

The Munkegard School, 
Vangedevej (1952-56). is a 
splendid example of the 
“education boxes’ made 
familiar here notably by 
Hertfordshire — who may, 
however, well envy the 
beauty and probable cost 
of its finish. To dismiss it 
thus is less than fair, but 
has a bearing on what | 
must say later. The town 
halls at Rodvore (1956) 
Sollerod (1940-42) are a 
little harder to take in 
photographs — and after 
seeing Brasilia. 

In furniture, the famous Easy Chair 
is beautiful and sinfully comfortable, 
though I dislike hen-feet and don't 
revolve much at home. The fabrics seem 
a little pale and Nordic for my money. 
But the cutlery, and packaging projects, 
are in impeccable taste and never put a 
foot wrong—unless you happen to hanker 
for an occasional transfusion of ghastly 
bad taste, as is fashionable but probably 
silly while we still have so far to go. 


Unfortunate Coincidence 


Now for the difficult bit: except on the 
doubtful grounds of ‘ good publicity ’ the 
Oxford Clanger is an unfortunate coin- 
cidence with the exhibition, and I 
imagine an equal embarrassment to 
Professor Jacobsen, who if I am not mis- 
taken would be among the first to 
acknowledge our own work in the educa- 
tional field. It is true that what goes for 
a prefab rural school does not necessarily 
go for a college at the senior University, 
but for the life of me I cannot see why 
the latter problem is not capable of solu- 
tion along analogous lines by the same 
sort of people trained and practising here 

—given, of course, greater permanence 
and more money. 

This opinion in no way detracts from 
Arne Jacobsen’s achievements, and is 
not Xenophobic.

fj concept of a University Precinct in Bloomsbury was 
first formally outlined in 1943 and was intended to pro- 
vide an area of development for those needs which were 
most effectively met on a central site such as the library. 
the University Union and the teaching activities for which 
the University is directly responsible. The requirements of 
buildings of this type and the urgent need for the expansion 
of University College itself give rise to the concept of the 
Precinct : a self-contained area of land primarily devoted 
to University use. 


The area of land allocated to the University Precinct by 
the County of London Plan 1951 covers a compact 
rectangle of 35 acres. It extends north from the British 
Museum almost to the Euston-road ; it is bounded on the 
west side by Gower-street and on the east by Bedford-way, 
Tavistock-square and Endsleigh-street. . 


Four-fifths of the freeholds in this area are now con- 
trolled by the University. It is proposed that through traffic 
should be limited as far as possible and that the University 
should press for its exclusion. The plan recognises that 
two main cross routes are likely to remain and that their 
elimination will depend on road proposals outside the 
Precinct itself. But all other roads are to be closed and the 
various buildings are to be served from the roadways 
bounding the Precinct itself. Each group of buildings is 
provided with car parks and service access entered from 
these peripheral roads. 

A line of new buildings is proposed which links together 
the northern and southern extremities and encloses the 
Precinct along its eastern boundary. Broad pedestrian 
terraces at first floor level will link the buildings together 
and will span the traffic routes.

IVE HUNDRED AND  SIXTY- 

EIGHT architects or firms applied 
for the conditions of the Ipswich Com- 
petition. That is a very high proportion of 
the profession, when one considers the 
number possible. Of them 153 ultimately 
submitted schemes for the first stage of 
the competition, six then were chosen to 
develop their schemes and entered the 
final phase of the competition, and 
received a premium of £300 upon receipt 
of their drawings. The Assessor, Mr. S. 
Roland Pierce, FRIBA, DistTP, chose 
No. 4 as the winner and commended the 
design of No. 1. 

The assessor prepared the conditions, 
instructions and requirements for the use 
of competing architects and managed to 
compress these into 40 pages which were 
issued with 1/2500 and 1/500 plans of the 
site. From examination of these it was 
self-evident that the position of the ring 
road roundabout on the west side of the 
site, with the stipulation that this should 
be used as the main vehicular entrance, 
would control the possible solutions 
pretty rigidly and further that the 
irregular shape of the site with the south 
and east salients wou'd challenge the 
ingenuity of the competitors. The con- 
cept of this roundabout appears some- 
what artificial, yet it postulates the pos- 
sible solutions of the competition. 

No cost limit was set in the conditions, 
but estimates had to be provided and 
these were checked for accuracy and the 
scheme had to be capable of being built 
within a 10 per cent excess of the com- 
petitor’s estimates. (Over-estimating was 
not expected and in fact the public rarely 
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accuses architects of this fault.) This lack 
of a cost ceiling may in the event have 
been unrealistic. It would be interesting 
to know if the promoters had in fact a 
reserve figure or had asked the assessor's 
advice upon this vital point, or in fact if 
the assessor had ever given his own esti- 
mate of costs. 

The basis of the competition was a com- 
prehensive scheme for the whole site, with 
building development carried out by eight 
stages with the Borough Treasurer’s 
department to be built last. Competitors 
were asked to consider the possibility of 
future extension of general accommoda- 
tion by 20 per cent and to indicate how 
this was to be achieved. This considera- 
tion did not appear to have been taken 
too seriously, except by No. 1, the com- 
mended design.

The order in which these sections are to 
be built was given in the conditions and is 
shown in numerals after each section. 

Competitors were told that it was possible 
for one or more stages of the building to 
overlap. However it is felt that the pro- 
moters may have made a mistake in giving 
this order of building, this being a matter 
which should properly be discussed after the 
winning design has been chosen, when the 
possibilities of the scheme and the Corpora- 
tion’s final wishes could be reconciled. 

The condition that the Borough 
Treasurer’s department, which is organically 
part of the office group, should be built last 
seemed particularly irksome and almost 
irrelevant in view of the size of the scheme; 
later however the assessor conceded that 
this department could be moved twice if 


L.a. 
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necessary. By putting so much emphasis on 
order of building, the potential of design 
possibilities may have been inhibited, in this 
vastly complicated scheme. In fact, * aim at 
the ideal solution and then modify it if needs 
must,’ should have been the policy in this 
important competition. 

The programme must have taken the 
assessor and the Corporation much effort to 
evolve and appears to have been most com- 
prehensively thought out—and there are few 
men better qualified than Mr. Rowland 
Pierce of Norwich Town Hall and Hertford 
Civic Centre fame, to carry out this prelim- 
inary work. Questions on the programme 
were answered well and concisely, and from 
this mass of detail the prime object of the 
competition stood out clearly that a * com- 
prehensive planning proposal was required 
for the whole site with maximum provision 
for car parking within the Civic Centre, 
whether in the open or underground. 


Basic Problems 


In architectural terms, the basic problems 
in finding the solution appear to have been 
siting the Council Chamber, the Public Hall, 
the Law Courts and the Municipal Offices 
with all their multifarious departments 
together with solving pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic circulation, and providing 
enough car parking space on a site none 
too large. Generally not enough attention 
was given by competitors to the fact that 
the Council Chamber is the focus of local 
government and further, only one of the six 
premiated designs seriously tried to separate 
pedestrians from vehicles. In four schemes 
the Public Hall was sited in the north-west 
corner (top) of the site while the Police and 
Law Courts were placed five times out of 
six in the awkward south-west salient and 
filled this area well. In nearly all cases the 
Municipal Offices found themselves logically 
in the centre of the site in a seven- to nine- 
storey tower. 

Considering the shape of the site and the 
predetermined entrance from the round- 
about together with the fact that this is an 
artificial Civic Centre, the provision of an 
office tower seems entirely justified as it 
would be visible from many parts of the city. 

Dealing with the six premiated entries I 
will concentrate on the winner (No. 4) and 
the commended design (No. 1), after dealing 
briefly with the other designs. I took no 
part in the competition and at the time of 
writing did not know the names of the com- 
petitors or winner. Further I am only com- 
menting upon what I could see in the draw- 
ings presented, from the standpoint of what 
I personally feel is best for architecture. 

No. 2 develops the theme of a central axis 
between the Ring-road and Museum-street 
with a badly laid out garden in front and a 
‘wasteland’ of car parking at the back. The 
massing is lumpy, the public hall looks like 
an afterthought and the buildings give no 
sense of occasion. 

No. 3. The lay-out 
rather dull in my opinion. 

No. 5. Tries to do difficult things with a 
colonnade to unify the rather confused 
entrances. The council chamber is relegated 
to an unimportant site and medical and wel- 
fare groups given too great importance. The 
scheme is too rigidly divided into two halves 
and too much space is allocated to the law 
courts and police. 

No. 6. This is a plan with the public hall 
sited in the eastern salient. The council 
chamber is out as a limb and the welfare 
group is given great prominence and housed 
in a central tower, which again in my opinion 
is inappropriate. Advantage was not taken 
of the sloping ground. It is interesting to 
compare this with No. 4, as basically the 
difference is the placing of the assembly hall.

The Final Choice 


The assessor's choice obviously lay 
between No. 4 and No. 1, and therefore it is 
interesting to compare them closely. 

On lay-out there is little fundamental dif- 
ference except that No. 4 arranges his wel- 
fare group and Registrar, mortuary and 
weights and measures in a loosely arranged 
group in the east salient with access from 
Museum-street. No. 1, however, has 
co-ordinated his plan into three most 
interesting courtyards with great architec- 
tural possibilities. Further he has separated 
vehicles from pedestrians in a brilliant man- 
ner by providing two-level circulation, while 
No. 4, has concentrated on a solution of 
vehicular movement to the detriment of 
pedestrians who, in a town like Ipswich, 
must constitute 90 per cent of the users of 
the Civic Centre. In No. 4, the courtyard is 
sited on the shaded north side of the Tower 
and in addition seems on the small side. 

In massing the principal differences are 
that in No. 4 the public hall and tower have 
E-W axes, whilst No. 1 has N-S axes for 
both. This makes the west elevations of 
No. 4 appear more interesting, but without 
models or several perspectives, I would not 
venture to make a final decision on this point. 
In any case this rather formal main eleva- 
tion turns its back on the town and only 
faces a roundabout, whilst most pedestrians 
will approach the Civic Centre from 
Museum- or Westgate-streets where the 
architectural treatment is rather trivial con- 
sisting of small units rather haphazardly 
sited, 

No. 1 fully exploits the levels of the site, 
providing a covered car park under his civic 
square. The council chamber is well placed, 
and is given some emphasis on the elevations. 

With regard to the treatment of architec- 
tural detail there are bound to be prejudices. 
In my opinion the detail in No. 4, was pro- 
saic if not banal, especially where maximum 
effect was obviously desired with carved 
panels of granite set in patterned brickwork. 
Still all this can be improved before it is 
built. The detailing in No. 1 seemed well 
conceived and appropriate to the function of 
the building. 

One of the principal differences between 
the two schemes is the estimated cost, No. 4 
costing £1,323,230, whilst No. 1 would cost 
about £350,000 more at £1,671,523. Was 
this the deciding factor? If so it is not in 
the conditions. 


A Summing Up 


Summing up, this seems to have been well 
thought ovt and a carefully prepared com- 
petition, but the result is disappointing. 

On the subject of architectural competi- 
tions generally, having eliminating and final 
Stages does seem to be admirable. Would 
it not be possible to have say twelve pre- 
miated designs and to choose a new assessor 
for the final stage who could look at the 
whole problem with fresher eyes. After all 
the vast amount of work that goes into pre- 
paring a competition, it is all too human for 
the assessor to have developed preconcep- 
tions and prejudices, and possibly to become 
blinded by detail. For the benefit of com- 
petitions in general there should be a Pro- 
motion Manager and then an independent 
Final Assessor, who should be bound to 
publish his report. 

Further, would it not be possible to follow 
the Swedish system, not binding the promo- 
ters to build the winning design or none at 
all, but to enable them to ‘buy’ another 
design which may not follow the assessor's 
conditions in all respects, but which may 
show that a better overall solution is possible 
if some one of the conditions, such as (in 


this case) the siting of the roundabout, is 
altered? 
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THE WINNERS’ REPORT 
HE extracts which follow 


from the report of 
Messrs. VINE & VINE: 


Generally, the main framework of the design, 
as submitted in the first stage of the competition, 
has been adhered to, whilst extended study on 
this project has resulted in certain original 
planning defects being eradicated and improve- 
ments made to the scheme as a whole. Further 
consideration, after the preliminary stage and 
another more detailed visit to the site, indicated 
a revision in the setting out of the main units 
as originally planned in order to free certain 
areas of circulation and to increase as much as 
possible the accommodation for car parking. 

From the beginning it was appreciated that, 
in this problem, traffic circulations would be of 
considerable importance. Simple well- 
planned circulations were to be aimed at; 
great importance was attached to Black Horse- 
lane, a cul-de-sac serving the body of the site 
which afforded an entry and exit free from 
congested and fast-moving traffic, a condition 
not available elsewhere around the site. In 
addition, the appreciable fall across the site 
generally from north to south suggested that by 
careful planning in relation to the third 
dimension, these could be used to advantage. 
These two main factors were therefore borne 
in mind whilst the siting of the individual units 
of the scheme were given proper consideration 
in relation one to the other and to the conditions 
of site and traffic circulations. The following 
measures prevail : 

The Public Hall——Approached from and 
related to the principal thoroughfare of the new 
Inner Ring-road, with main entrance arranged 
to suit both pedestrian and car-borne patrons. 
Planned in relation to Municipal Office block 
to meet request for a common kitchen unit for 
this block and the public hall. Sited as remotely 
from Black Horse-lane to permit maximum 
area of car-park. Planned with convenient 
approach from service road and to screen rear 
of existing shops. 

Municipal Offices.—Planned as the major 
unit in the composition of the new Civic Centre 
facing the new Inner Ring-road to whose main 
traffic circulation it is related, as also to that 
planned in respect of the public hall, giving 
convenient access from beth units to the car 
park arranged on two decks within the body 
of the site. Sited to provide adequate free 
circulation space for the Ambulance station. 

Clinics, Weights and Measures, Mortuary and 
Registrar's Department.—Clinics sited to relate 
to the parent unit within Municipal Offices 
block. Planned to permit existing Borough 
Treasurer’s department to be left intact until 
last stage of scheme, and so that the circulation 
pattern of one-way traffic may merge effectively 
with that of main scheme with exits into Black 
Horse-lane. Sited so that these single-storey 
units relate to Museum-street frontage, opening 
up vista. 

Law Courts.—Sited as composite unit in 
relation to main approach off the Inner Ring- 
road. Planned in relation to Justices’ Clerks’ 
cffice and arranged so that entrances to neither 
are associated with the Police Station. 

Police Station —Planned as integrated unit 
in main composition with foot access from 
Inner Ring-road and car access from the 
Mount. Arranged to make full use of sharp 
fall in ground at this point, with cell unit at 
ground floor in Police Station with cell corridor 
below the Courts and leading to the two docks.

ciples in siting the various units of the 
scheme (of which the foregoing is a

Standard Method of Measurement 


To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—I was most interested in Mr. H. 

M. Stafford’s article on the Standard 
Method of Measurement in The Builder 
of February 20. It seems that, to reverse 
a phrase, though there has always been 
‘Madness in our Method, our lack of 
method matters far less than the failure of 
our Standardisation, 

Surely it would be an advantage to all 
concerned if all quantity surveyors used the 
same wording when they wished to describe 
the same thing. A Standard Bill of Quanti- 
ties published by the RICS would improve 
the quality of descriptions throughout the 
quantity surveying profession, thus easing 
the estimator’s task and accelerating the 
whole process of tendering. 

Looking further ahead, it is clear that the 
punch-card system will be of increasing value 
to our profession. Indeed, the only basic 
difficulty to be overcome in the adaptation of 
such a system to abstracting and billing is 
the now (in my opinion) outmoded Standard 
Method of Measurement. A first step to 
solve this problem would be the preparation 
by the RICS or the IQS of a Standard Bill 
of Quantities. This document would then 
form the base upon which working-up by 
mechanical means could be successfully and 
economically carried out.

A Work Study Film 


ME. STANLEY FARROW finally 
rang down the curtain on his year 
of office as President of the LMBA by 
presiding last week over the first 
public showing of the film ‘Work 
Study Aids Builders’ at the RIBA. 
In the absence of the Minister of 
Works, who is on the sick list, Mr. Har- 
mar Nicholls, MP, the Parliamentary 
Secretary, welcomed the film for the 
Ministry of Works; and the Chairman 
of the British Productivity Council, Sir 
Miles Thomas, claimed some credit, as 
was his right, on behalf of his Council, 
for its production. But without the 
energy and enthusiasm of Mr. Farrow it 
would never have got beyond the talking 
stage, for it was he who persuaded the 
LMBA to guarantee a token payment and 
the National Federation into putting up 
real money. The other members of his 
London Building Productivity Committee 
footed the difference. 

As a result of his enthusiasm the build- 
ing industry, not of London only but of 
the whole country, has its first work 
study film. 

* + * 


Tue pity is that the film itself is not 
more significant. If work study is to be 
recognised as being more than mere 
applied common sense, then more scien- 
tific examples of its application must be 
sought than those selected for use in this 
film. Studies of hoisting bricks; of time- 
wastage through tea-breaks; of frustra- 
tion and delay caused by poor super- 
vision by the foreman-carpenter: these, 
conducted at some length in the film by 
observation, timing and expression as 
charts, produce as solutions that two 


barrows on a hoist are better than one; 
that an apprentice moving round the site 
with a large can of tea is a better time 
saver than for each operative to fetch his 
own; that regular visits at the beginning 
or end of the day by the foreman, plus 
readily available material, will enable the 
carpenter to get on with the job more 
quickly. One must hope that this film 
may never be shown in public or abroad! 

Notwithstanding its naivety, the film 
will have its uses as a visual aid to supple- 
ment a more technical spoken approach 
to work study. It is well written (apart 
from a ‘ plug’ for a building paper which 
strikes as incongruously as an oyster in a 
plum pudding) and photographed. It 
should not, however, be regarded as more 
than a first step towards making the 
scientific film on this subject which the 
British building industry should now 
sponsor. 


Cambridge Economics Building 

CAMBRIDGE UNIVERSITY have an- 
nounced details of the proposed new 
building for the Faculty of Economics 
and Politics. It will be the third building 
designed by Sir Hugh Casson and Mr. 
Neville Conder for which plans have 
been published as part of their develop- 
ment plan for the Sidgwick-avenue site. 

The new building will have a way 
through, at ground level, to the garden 
of Selwyn College, which adjoins the 
university site. The building will imcor- 
porate the Marshall Library, which is to 
be moved out of the centre of Cambridge. 
It will be constructed over the boiler 
house, already built, that is large enough 
to heat the entire Sidgwick-avenue deve- 
lopment project together with the Uni- 
versity Library and neighbouring colleges. 

Construction of the new building is to 
start next January.

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RICS ANNUAL DINNER 


Lord Chancellor on the Value 
of Property and Rights 


HE need for a body to which both the 

State and the individual could turn and 
ask ‘what is the value of property and 
rights? ’ was referred to by The Lord Chan- 
cellor, Viscounr Kitmuir, GCVO, at the 
annual dinner of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors held on March 3 at 
Grosvenor House, Park-lane, WI This 
burden, he said, fell on the RICS. * You 
must have a proper understanding of accu- 
rate comparison, a capacity to picture clearly 
the future state and possibility of a pro- 
perty.’ 

Continuing, Lord Kilmuir referred to the 
remarkable strides made by the profession 
into the judicial branch, * The Institution,’ he 
added, ‘has been of great help to me over 
the past few years in my work.’ He went on 
to make special mention of the Lands Tri- 
bunal which carried out a valuable and 
essential service. 

Finally the speaker paid tribute to Sir 
Alexander Killick, secretary of the Institute. 
He described him as a great soldier and 
administrator, ‘and there is no doubt that 
the Institution owes much of ‘its steady 
development to his tactful and energetic 
administration,’ he added. 

Mr. F. G. Fieury, OBE, president, in 
responding, stated that the Institution was 
very proud of the Lands Tribunal as a body 
since the bulk of its members were chartered 
surveyors. He felt confident that the reputa- 
tion it held would continue to grow under 
the tutorage of the Lord Chancellor. 

Land, the president continued, was the 
fundamental basis of everything and upon 
its proper use depended the well-being of 
the country and its people. It was the capi- 
tal asset and it was the duty of the chartered 
surveyor to see that it was put to its fullest 
and best use. 

The president also referred, in a warm 
tribute, to the retiral of the secretary of the 
Institution after nearly 27 years’ service. He 
stated that at a meeting of the members of 
the RICS the day previous Sir Alexander 
had been unanimously elected an honorary 
member of the Institution. 

Sir ALEXANDER KILLicK replied to the 
deservedly glowing praise given by the Lord 
Chancellor and the President with a 
humorously touching speech, 

The toast ‘Our Guests’ was proposed by 
Mr. C. D. Pi_cner, chairman of the General 
Purposes Committee, and responded to by 
Mr. DUNCAN STIRLING, deputy chairman of 
Westminster Bank, Limited,

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Symposium at the RIBA 


From Our Special Correspondent 


tHE Second Symposium on the design 
of laboratories organised by the 
Science Committee of the RIBA was held 
at Portland-place on February 19 and 20. 
It attracted some 230 people, mostly 
architects but with a leaven of scientists, 
engineers and teachers. Most of the 
architects were, no doubt, seeking know- 
ledge but a big number contributed the 
fruits of their own experience in getting 
laboratories put up. Mr. Richard Shep- 
pard, FRIBA, was the perfect chairman, 
combining wit, a resonant voice and 
unflinching crowd-control with a very 
considerable knowledge of laboratories. 
The first RIBA symposium on labora- 
tories, held a year ago, was confined to 
Teaching laboratories. This one embraced 
Research laboratories also. Seven papers 
were introduced (having been circulated 
beforehand) and the discussion was brisk 
right from the start, with several different 
professions joining in. A monograph 
based on the results of the symposium is 
to be issued to all who attended it; a well- 
bound report of the 1958 conference was 
available at 7s. 6d. 
Papers were given by two architects in 
private practice, an architect and engineer 
in the Ministry of Works jointly, the 
Nuffield Division for architectural studies 
in collaboration with BRS, a_ school 
science teacher and an industrial scientist. 
The organising committee chose widely 
and wisely. 
Mr. ANTHONY Cox, FRIBA, dealt with 
chemistry laboratories in Universities. He 
said organic and imorganic laboratories 
were very similar in their planning 
requirements but physical chemistry 
requirements were quite different. In the 
first and second each student has his 
allotted place except when he goes over 
to the fume cupboard; a rigid layout is 
suitable and there is little reason for flexi- 
bility. Micro methods, however, which 
Mr. Cox compared to a doll’s tea set in 
relation to the familiar test tube and 
30-in. burette, may make basic changes 
in these laboratories if they continue to 
grow in popularity. Mr. Cox made the 
original suggestion that fume cupboards 
might be placed in a row near one long 
side of the laboratory where they would 
be used from a semi-isolated gangway but 
observable from the laboratory. 


Adaptability 


Mr. E. D.-Jerrertss MaTHews, OBE, 
FRIBA, introduced his paper on design- 
ing for adaptability by means of slides 
showing lucidly in section four different 
degrees of adaptability in multi-storey 
laboratory blocks. The completely adapt- 
able and flexible laboratory building has 
plenty of space between ceiling and floor 
above, wide ducts behind the outer wall 
cladding and no columns. Adaptability 
affects position of partitions and room 
arrangement, position of benches and 
equipment, placing of artificial lighting 
and provision of service runs. Mr. 
Mathews gave a rule-of-thumb figure of

12 to 15 per cent as the extra overall cost 
of a highly adaptable laboratory block 
over a rigidly unadaptable one. 

Service pipes, where they descend from 
the hung ceiling, need not be unsightly if 
properly regimented by an architect. To 
a suggestion that service voids might be 
provided above a structural ceiling and 
below a raised floor so that service pipes 
could pop up where required, Mr. 
Mathews said he had tried this out and 
found three main snags: greater cost, 
floor supports getting in the way and 
leakage of liquids through the floor into 
the service space. 

Mr. Mathews advocated warmed air 
heating for laboratories. , 


An Interesting Preview 


The long paper by the Nuffield Foun- 
dation architects and the Building 
Research Station lighting specialists was 
our first preview of their forthcoming 
report on basic data for laboratory 
design, originally prompted by the Agri- 
cultural Research Council. Their work 
does not aim at the production of stan- 
dard plans or even fixed principles gov- 
erning laboratory design. They have got 
down to detailed fact-finding and research 
so as to provide the designer with data 
and methods of analysis of his problems. 

Mr. RICHARD LLEWELYN Davies, 
FRIBA, in introducing the paper, stressed 
this and said that a very great deal 
remains to be done in the study of labora- 
tories. He also pointed out that no 
matter how insistent a professor might 
be that he knew the answers, the build- 
ing would last many times longer than 
the professor, and his successor might 
have totally different ideas. 

Dr. HopkKINSON, BRS, said that his 
detailed analysis of lighting requirements 
in the paper introduced two new prin- 
ciples—a systematic zoning of tasks of 
differing visual difficulty, and supplement- 
ing natural light by artificial light at the 
back of the room. In general, this paper 
suggests that laboratories can be deep 
instead of wide, thus leading to planning 
economies, and the idea of placing 
benches and service runs not along the 
window wall but at right-angles to it 
received much support from the floor. 

Mr. JoHN Muscrove, ARIBA, of the 
Nuffield Foundation, remarked that he 
had just come back from a tour of labora 
tories in Sweden, Denmark and Germany 
and had not seen a single floor duct or a 
single bench top made of hardwood. 

The Nuffield architects have designed a 
laboratory to be built at Cambridge, and 
another based on their researches is under 
construction at one of the Agricultural 
Research Council Stations. 

Mr. H. A. SNow, ARIBA, and Mr. K. 
J. Jarvis, AMICE, of the Ministry of 
Works, have much valuable experience of 
erecting large specialised Government 
research laboratories and their papers 
dealt with workshop laboratories, pilot 
scale laboratories, and heavy fixed plant 
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laboratories. These are largely non-repe- 
titive jobs and it is somewhat difficult to 
extract from them basic data of wide 
general application. 

At Brighton College a new Chemistry 
Department has recently been built in 
close collaboration between the archi- 
tects, Messrs. Clayton & Black & Daviel, 
and the head of the Department, Mr. W. 
H. Lioyp, BSc. The latter gave a highly 
interesting run-through of his own 
coloured slides illustrating in great detail 
this up-to-date school laboratory with its 
benches and built-in storage and equip- 
ment. The bench tops are linoleum, aided 
by loose boards of asbestos or vitrolite 
for the more harmful apparatus, 

The paper by Mr. W. H. Pritcuarp, of 
Courtaulds, dealt with services and 
equipment for the actual processes in 
research laboratories, but he made it clear 
at the start that heating, ventilation and 
other services for the building itself 
should be designed with all the other ser- 
vices as One Operation. For instance, the 
heating and ventilating engineer must be 
told at an early planning stage the disposi- 
tion, number, size and extract rate of 
fume cupboards, so that he can design a 
system balanced for working conditions. 

Mr. Pritchard said it was impossible to 
generalise on services required for 
research programmes which may range 
from aeronautics to zoology, but in addi- 
tion to mains voltage electricity, water 
and town gas, some laboratories need 
piped nitrogen, steam, compressed air, 
chilled brine and circulating cooling 
water, and there is a further range of ser- 
vices required in specialised laboratories. 


Discussion 


In the full discussion from all over the 
floor which followed each paper at the 
Symposium the one problem which kept 
cropping up was fume cupboards. A 
$10,000 American industrial one, illus- 
trated by Mr. Pritchard, seemed to be the 
only design beyond reproach. Heavy 
gases which sink to the bottom and roll 
out on to the floor make warmed low- 
level in-put air essential in some labora- 
tories. The high rate of extract some- 
times required can completely upset 
heating calculations by over-drawing air 
from the laboratory itself. 

Mr. J. K. PaGe, lecturer in physics in 
the new Building Science Department of 
Liverpool University, said much expert 
research was needed for the design of 
satisfactory fume cupboards, and he pro- 
posed to study this at Liverpool. 


148 Piccadilly To Go

dilly. It was built in 1859 for Lionel 
Nathan, Baron de Rothschild, and parts 
of the structure of an earlier building 
erected in 1775 were incorporated in the 
new house.

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DUTCH ARCHITECT VISITS 
SCOTLAND 
Lecture at School of Architecture 


N February 18 Mr. J. B. Bakema, the 
distinguished Dutch architect, paid his 
first visit to Scotland at the invitation of the 
Edinburgh Architectural Association and the 
Edinburgh College of Art. Van den Broek 
and Bakema, whose recent work includes the 
Dutch pavilion at Brussels and the Lijnbaan 
shopping precinct at Rotterdam, are the 
descendants of the firm of Brinkman and 
van der Viugt who made architectural head- 
lines with their van Nelle factory in 1928. 

Mr. Bakema was accompanied by his wife, 
who is a mosaic and tapestry artist, and 
before lecturing in the evening he spoke to 
the students of the School of Architecture. 

Mr. BakeMa’s theme was ‘ The Relation 
of Architecture with Town Planning,’ and 
he said that in Holland, at any rate when 
he grew up around 1930, the two subjects 
demanded to be considered together, and to 
him ever since it had been unthinkable to 
separate them. Professionally and organisa- 
tionally this was not always easy, and every- 
one must strive for closer collaboration in 
these two fields. His practice in Rotterdam 
combined both. 

In Holland the problem was control of 
urban sprawl both in large and small towns 
and finding an alternative to the three or 
four-storey walk-up flats, economically and 


administratively so attractive. Preservation 
of open agricultural country was essential for 
reasons of mental health among the indus- 
trial population as well as for the sake of 
agriculture. He made out a case for the 
one-storey family house for small children 
and for high blocks to conserve density, and 
showed in beautifully drawn slides his 
original proposals for town layouts, particu- 
larly in the Polder districts of North Hol- 
land and at Leeuwarden. 

Perhaps the most interesting individual 
building which his fine range of slides illus- 
trated was his» plan and model, won in 
limited competition and soon to commence 
building, for the big town hall at Marl, near 
Diisseldorf in West Germany. It takes the 
inhumanity out of big administrative agglo- 
merations by breaking down the various 
departments into four tower blocks of vary- 
ing height rising here and there out of a 
flowing one-storey building where the 
official and the public meet (rates hall and 
other public offices). Landscaping, pedestrian 
links and car parking are integral in the 
design. 

This and other buildings of Mr. Bakema’s 
showed his insistence that the mid- 
twentieth century must build with its own 
techniques and in its own spirit. 

The School of Architecture had arranged 
an exhibition of Mr. Bakema’s work in the 
College of Art. He lectured to the Glasgow 
Institute of Architects on the following even- 
ing before motoring back to Harwich.

EXHIBITION 
A Marathon at Olympia 


HIS year’s Ideal Home Exhibition with 

over 400 stands started its month-long 
marathon run at Olympia on March 3. It 
closes on Easter Monday, March 30. 


The decorative theme in the Grand Hall is 
impressive but rather confusing geographic- 
ally, with Blenheim Palace, complete with 
fountains, at one end, Warwick Castle to 
your left, Oxford on your right, a Cotswold 
village in the middle and the British pavilion 
.at Brussels behind you. 


The British pavilion hardly needs describ- 
ing, and its dimly lit richness is well worth 
a visit if you did not get to Brussels. Apart 
from the pavilion the other large exhibit is 
the usual! rather motley collection of houses, 
this year called ‘The Village in Spring’ 
and grouped round a small pond. 

Five of the six buildings on show are 
builders’ exhibits, and the sixth is a block 
of old people’s flats produced by the MINIs- 
TRY OF HOUSING AND LocaL GOVERNMENT. 
The planning here is interesting with a com- 
bination of small independent flats and 
hostel-like community rooms. The internal 
decoration by The Council of Industrial 
Design ts subdued but effective, although it 
is forced to cope with an odd selection of 
furniture and ornaments belonging to 
imaginary tenants. The attention to detail is 
interesting with such things as special locks 
on bathroom doors so that they can be 
opened from the outside in an emergency, 
and low shelves in all the kitchens. The 
external elevation is rather stark, strikingly 
so when compared with the rather pompous

exteriors applied to some of the other houses. 

This is particularly applicable to the Berg 
* Buckland’ house, built by E. & L. BerG 
Ltp., Esher, Surrey, which has the now 
rather dated cliché of a massive external 
stone chimney, which is so large that the 
house might well be cantilevered out from 
it at ground level. An odd detail internally 
in this house is the venetian blind which 
divides lounge from dining room, This is 
a vertical type and its casing reduces the 
headroom in the archway to almost exactly 
six feet, which seems rather low. 

The ‘ Britannia Mews’ is an interesting 
group of two houses flanking flats over 
garages. It is built by UNnrry SrructurREs 
Lrp., 5-15 Cromer-street, London, WC1, and 
designed by Kendrick Findlay and Partners. 


Built with cross-wall construction and avail- 
able in a wide variety of elevational treat- 
ments these houses offer quite a high 
standard of accommodation at a reasonable 
cost. They include several interesting 
features particularly the ‘Thermaglaze’ 
insulated window wall which the builders 
have developed. Available in panels of any 
size, this is a triple-glazed material, the exter- 
nal faces being sheet glass, bedded and 
sealed against aluminium glazing strips 
between which are positioned foamed plastic 
cushions separating the internal vacuum 
core. This core comprises 14 in. diameter 
vacuum glass tubes secured by the plastic 
cushion and separated from each other by 
plastic spacing strips of dumb-bell section.

These builders are erecting a number of 
estates which give evidence of a good deal 
of careful thought, both in their layout and 
landscaping and which appear to be well 
above the usual ‘spec’ builder’s standard. 

If, as we are told, the Ideal Home Exhibi- 
tion shows future trends in design and 
decoration we are entering a new phase of 
ceiling finishes, for every house on show, 
that is excluding the old people’s flats, has 
textured plastic finished ceilings, rather 
resembling the plaster effects so popular in 
the 1930's. 


Bathroom Equipment 


A more pleasing feature to be seen in 
many of the houses was the advanced use 
of post-formed Formica produced by 
Formica LTD., 84-86 Regent-street, W1, who 
also have a stand demonstrating a number 
of interesting new applications. These in- 
clude. several in the bathroom where, it is 
claimed, the moisture problem has been 
solved. 


Another interesting bathroom is to be seen 
on the stand of Bi_stoN FounprIEs LTD., 
Bilston, Staffs.

One feature in 
this bathroom that is rather different from 
the usual antiseptic treatment is the use of 
large photo-murals. 


The manufacturers of all kinds of heating 
equipment are well represented and there is 
a very wide choice between oil, gas, electric 
and solid fuel appliances, and also between 
the many types of individual and central 
heating units. A new oil-fired boiler, the 
‘Nautilus 0.25’ is shown by RADIATION 
Group SaLes Ltp., 7 Stratford-place, W1. 
This is completely automatic and under 
thermostatic control, It has a rating of 
2,500 BThU’s, and an oil consumption of 
1% pints per hour on full flame. It is 
designed to operate on kerosene with a 
natural draught vaporising-type burner. 


Oil-Fired Boilers 


A number of oil-fired boilers can be seen 
actually working on the SHELL-MEX AND 
BP Lt». stand, including the Nautilus just 
described. The stand also contains three 
transparent models of houses showing how 
oil-fired central heating systems can be in- 
stalled. Another piece of equipment shown 
for the first time at this exhibition is the 
* Nu-aire Junior’ 6 in, extractor fan by Tack 
Air CONDITIONING LTD., Longmore-street, 
SW1. This is designed for use in small 
kitchens (approximately 600 cubic feet), bath- 
rooms and toilets. It is constructed entirely 
in aluminium, has a 35 watt consumption 
and the overall dimensions are 9 in. x 9 in. 


An interesting working enamelling plant 
is installed on the stand of the ViTREous 
ENAMEL DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL, 28 Wel- 
beck-street, W1, where a high-temperature 
furnace fuses the powdered glass on to steel, 
giving the permanent enamel finish. Also 
on the stand is an artist producing decorated 
ashtrays, ornaments, etc., demonstrating the 
versatility of this industry. 


OBITUARY 
Sir Robert Tasker 


(THE death has taken place, at the age 
of 90, of Sir Robert Inigo Tasker, MP 
for Holborn from 1935-45 and Chairman 
of the London County Council in 1930. 
He was President of the Incorporated 
Association of Architects and Surveyors 
from 1927-29. 

Educated at Ardingly College, he joined 
his father’s practice as an architect and sur- 
veyor, becoming senior partner in 1916. 
Politics played a large part in his life; he 
joined the LCC in 1910, and was chairman 
of the Building Acts Committee from 1924- 
30. He represented East Islington in Parlia- 
ment from 1924-29, and Holborn from 1935- 
45. He was chairman of the LCC Advisory 
Committee on the New Building Act for 
London, 1931-35. Sir Robert (who was 
knighted in 1931) had many charitable 
interests and was a member of three City 
Companies. He held the Territorial Decora- 
tion and was keenly interested in the 
Territorial and Volunteer Forces in which 
he served from 1885-1920. 


G. Val Myer, FRIBA 


WE REGRET to record the death, which 
took place on February 25 at University 
College Hospital after a short illness, of 
Lt..Col. George Val Myer, FRIBA, archi- 
tect of the BBC building in Portland- 
place. He was 76. 

Val Myer obtained his architectural train- 
ing at University College and the West- 
minster School of Art, and was articled to 
the late John Belcher, RA. He held for a 
short time the post of assistant consulting 
architect to the PWD Bengal. Commencing 
practice in 1902, Val Myer carried out build- 
ings which included Asia House in Lime- 
street, EC; and a number of houses in the 
Home Counties, After the 1914-18 war, in 
which he served with distinction in France 
with the RE, he obtained the commission 
for the BBC building in Portland-place 
which attracted much attention by its clever 
use of a most awkward site. In 1929 he 
took into partnership Mr. F. J. Watson-Hart, 
and together they designed a number of 
important buildings in London and else- 
where, including Aldford House, Park-lane; 
Halifax House, Strand; and Princes Court, 
Knightsbridge. Val Myer retired from the 
practice of architecture in 1950, having 
served again in France in 1939-40 and acted 
as camouflage officer for London's ‘ pill- 
boxes.’ He was a portrait painter of some dis- 
tinction. 


CONTROL OF ADVERTISEMENTS 


Draft Amendments sent to Repre- 
sentative Bodies and Associations 


Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has sent to bodies 
representing advertising, industrial and com- 
mercial interests and to local authority and 
amenity associations a draft of amendments 
he proposes to make to the Town and 
Country Planning (Control of Advertise- 
ments) Regulations 1948-51. These amend- 
ments, which are of a limited character, are 
designed, first, to encourage the application 
of special control (generally the prohibition 
of large-scale advertising) to rural areas and

other areas requiring protection on grounds 
of amenity; this will be done by giving local 
authorities greater discretion within that 
control to grant consent for necessary and 
inoffensive signs. Secondly, the amend- 
ments are designed to cut administrative 
costs by improving the machinery of control. 
The Minister has asked for comments on the 
draft amending regulations by March 25. 


THE NEW TOWNS BILL 
T&CPA’s Memorandum to Minister 


f hep Town and Country Planning Asso- 
ciation has sent its views on the New 
Towns Bill now before Parliament to the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government. 
The Bill proposes that a central New Towns 
Commission be set up to take over owner- 
ship and management of the 15 new towns 
as each is completed. The Commission will 
have to delegate responsibility for housing 
management to local committees appointed 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 


The Association says there are two stages 
in a new town’s growth: first, planned im- 
migration; second, natural growth. A new 
town with a population of 60,000 at the end 
of stage one will grow to 80,000 in the 
following 20/25 years, and possibly much 
higher by the year 2000. 


In stage two, hundreds of houses will be 
needed each year as the sons and daughters 
of immigrant parents marry. 


Employment will be needed for the large 
numbers (1,500 a year or more at the peak) 
of youngsters leaving school. Many shops, 
social buildings and other development will 
be needed for the growing town. 


The Association emphasised that a new 
town will be far from complete when 
planned immigration ends. It would, there- 
fore, be a serious mistake if, as seems 
intended, the new town development cor- 
porations were dissolved at that point. 


The development corporations should be 
responsible for planning, initiating and in 
large part carrying out development in stage 
two, The New Towns Commission should 
not be set up for a number of years. 


All land needed for development in stage 
two should be bought by the development 
corporations. Great care will be needed to 
keep each town’s growth within the desig- 
nated area. 


Some years before the end of stage one 
(planned immigration) a new master plan 
should be produced for stage two. 


New town management, the memorandum 
continues, is more than _ rent-collecting. 
Many social problems will continue to arise. 
The special ‘social development’ depart- 
ments now in being should be retained. 


The men and women who are building 
the new towns now have a great fund of 
skill and knowledge. This skill and know- 
ledge should not be dissipated. 


Our great cities are still overcrowded, the 
Association adds, and latest population fore- 
casts show they will become even worse 
unless more new towns are quickly started. 
The people trained to build them are there. 
The Government should act with urgency. 
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EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
LXX.—Observation Posts 


WE have at last discovered and recog- 
nised that people love watching 
others at work. No longer are ‘ Danger 
Men at Work’ notices required: there is 
danger neither to the men at work nor to 
the passers-by. Indeed, the sign should 
now read ‘Come and see men at work’ 
for builders are providing every facility 
in the form of observation platforms 
bedecked with flowers to encourage the 
passers-by to stop and look. Just as the 
trick of putting initials on newly-glazed 
windows has spread from one large 
builder to another, so I foresee the cult of 
bigger, better and gayer * gazebos’ will 
likewise grow. 

There is a fascination in watching other 
people at work. We all love to watch a 
gardener’s rhythmical digging, and we 
crane our necks to see a steeplejack at 
work. We love to watch the crane driver 
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wield the long arm of his crane, and we 
delight in looking down holes in the road. 


But we must beware lest the workman 
himself so enjoys watching people watch- 
ing him at work that we create a 
situation in which there is nothing to 
watch. I am told, however, that this is 
not likely to occur, as building workers, 
like actors, are at their best with a full 
and appreciative audience. 

There is apparently no shortage of 
people with nothing to do, as can be seen 
by the queues waiting to get into the Old 
Bailey. Perhaps the day is not far off 
when these queues will transfer their 
allegiance to the contractors’ observation 
posts, getting there before the whistle 
blows in order to claim a front seat. 


Perhaps we shall see the whole of the 
hoarding of large building sites com- 
pletely built up with tiers of seats for all 
the do-it-yourselfers to watch how it is 
done. Once the thing really gets going, 
viewers are not going to be satisfied with 
merely seeing what goes on at ground 
level; the platforms will have to be raised 
as the building rises so that they can see 
what goes on higher up. 


Is this the work of far-sighted PRO’s 
who have insinuated themselves into our 
midst? I hope they have not started 


something which will one day 
boomerang. It would be hard on those 
who have from time to time to conduct 
technical inquiries into what went wrong 
on a building if they had to call viewers 
in as witnesses to corroborate the evi- 
dence of those employed on the job. 


And what of the architects at work? 
Are they not to be allowed viewing plat- 
forms so that their public may watch 
them at work as well? I rather think I 
have already seen one or two observation 
windows in drawing offices converted 
from shop premises. Are we going to 
have to pick our teams for their ability 
to attract the eye and shall we have to 
change our office décor at frequent 
intervals? I am afraid I should not 
qualify for a drawing-board in the front 
row, but we shall still require the back- 
room boys so I might find my rightful 
place there. 

What a prospect lies before us and 
what an opportunity to show what we can 
all do. How I would like to be invited 
to assess the first competition, limited or 
otherwise, for a builder’s viewing plat- 
form—or better still, design it. No more 
spy-holes in the fence for the curious, but 
we come right out into the open and 
invite all and sundry to come and look. 


EXPANDED TOWNS 
Impact on the Home Counties 


NE of the counties which has had 
experience of the impact on them of 
the ‘expanded’ towns is Buckingham- 
shire, and the county architect of that 
county, Mr. Freperick B. POooLey, 
FRIBA, FRICS, AMTPI, spoke at the 
Housing Centre recently on his own 
knowledge of this matter and made some 
suggestions for the future development of 
this other form of new town. 


The existing out-county authorities that 
were to be expanded would receive the 
overspill of population from the LCC, 
which had already done the very same 
thing before the Town Development Act 
was passed. Although this was an 
admirable way of developing out- 
county estates, these estates would not 
for many years to come be integrated 
with the towns in whose areas they were 
situated. Examples of this were Slough 
and Hainault. Much better things were 
hoped for from the ‘expanded towns’ 
developed under the Act. 

Under the Town Development Act the 
Government could give financial aid to 
the receiving authority. This was essen- 
tial at least for the development of the 
existing utility services to the degree 
necessary to cater for the expanded por- 
tion of the town. 

As to the type of house which would 
have to be built to take people moved out 
of London, Mr. Pooley said these people 
would appreciate a house with a garden, 
something which many of them never had 
in London. On this ground alone serious 
consideration would have to be given to 
providing a large percentage of ordinary 
two-storey houses. That .should not 
exclude the occasional point block of 
flats. Experts would say that the 
expanded towns would not get the same 
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financial treatment as the new towns, 
therefore it would be necessary to find a 
way of building multi-storey flats rather 
more cheaply than hitherto. Already 
Aylesbury was looking into the possibility 
of producing 1l-storey blocks of load- 
bearing brick and without low pressure 
hot water heating systems. It was thus 
hoped to save 10s. a foot super on the 
cost of multi-storey flats. 

Mr. Pooley thought it should be pos- 
sible to provide odd point blocks of flats 
here and there in an’ expanded town to 
give relief on large housing estates. 

The ‘Government would subsidise 
ordinary houses for town expansion to 
the tune of £20 to £24 per annum; they 
hoped to get some of this money back 
from the authorities which ‘ exported ” the 
surplus populations to the expanded 
towns. 

There were two ways of building in the 
expanded towns. One was through the 
LCC, which could develop large housing 
estates and negotiate the subsidy with the 
Government. The other way was for the 
local authority at the receiving end to 


carry out the work and the LCC to 
nominate the tenants. 
The great attraction of the second 


method for a receiving authority was that 
it would give that authority a greater 
measure of control over development and 
instead of developing all the hduses for 
town expansion in one part of their area 
they would be able to put some new 
houses here and others there and in a few 
years would have an ideal town rather 
than what had happened at Slough, for 
instance, where there were large housing 
estates that were really London-over-the 
border and would be so for many years to 
come. 

One of the failures of planning since 
the war, Mr. Pooley thought, was the 
“dreadful sameness” to be seen in so 
many towns. He gave the rebuilding of 
Exeter as an example. Looking at Exeter 
you might just as well be in Coventry or 
Hull. He hoped that future plans for 
expanded towns would include provision 
for the small type of shop as well as the 
big multiple shops which one saw so fre- 
quently today. 

Mr. Pooley also advocated a different 
type of community centre from that 
which had generally been built in the new 
towns. He suggested a building with a 
central hall which was not used for pur- 
poses such as education during the even- 
ing but which could be used by such 
bodies as drama groups. The community 
centres which had been built on new 
estates so far cost from £10,000 to £12,000 
and very few paid. 

Finally the speaker suggested that, as 
many people in the new towns did not 
appear to be happy in their new sur- 
roundings, future new or expanded towns 
should be developed along the coast, 
where there was not so much land of 
high value for agricultural purposes. He 
thought that if they were put by the sea 
many Londoners would enjoy living there 
very much. When the expanded towns 
were finished we would still have to look 
for an answer to the problems of over- 
spill from large cities.

RATING AND VALUATION BILL 


OVING the second reading of the 

Rating and Valuation Bill, Mr. HENRY 
Brooke, Minister. of Housing and Local 
Government, said on February 23 that the 
valuation office of the Board of Inland 
Revenue had reported to the Government 
that it was impossible in time for April, 
1961, to make new valuations of all the 
house property in England and Wales on a 
current rental basis that would be reliable 
and defensible. 

Some 134 million houses and other 
dwellings had to be valued and the valuation 
office had advised the Government that 
there would not be sufficient evidence of free 
market value in time for 1961 but there 
would be for 1963. The purpose of the 
Bill was to defer the valuation by two years. 

Mr. Mitcuison, the Ohief Opposition 
housing spokesman, said he could not accept 
a last-minute difficulty in basic valuation as 
an excuse for not having done something 
earlier. 

The Bill was read a second time. 


THAMES BARRAGE SCHEME 


RESSED to make a statement on the 

proposal for a Thames Barrage scheme, 
Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, recalled in the 
House of Commons during question time on 
February 24, that following consideration of 
recommendations made by the Waverley 
Committee on coastal flooding, two firms of 
consulting engineers were appointed to pre- 
pare a report on the practicability, design 
and estimated cost of constructing a mov- 
able flood barrier at a suitable point on the 
River Thames. 

He added: ‘ These two firms have reported 
to me and I am arranging to publish as 
soon as possible summaries of their findings 
and conclusions. In the meantime I am 
considering their findings in consultation 
with other Ministers who are also con- 
cerned. Difficult and complicated questions 
are at issue here but I am keenly aware of 
the importance of the matter and the need 
to reach some decision. I will make a further 
statement as soon as I can.” 


NEW HAMPSTEAD HOSPITAL 


Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Health, Mr. R. THOMPSON, 
announced in an adjournment debate on 
February 20, that if all went well it might 
be possible to start building the new Royal 
Free Hospital in Hampstead in 1960-61. 
Recalling that the decision to rebuild the 
hospital at Hampstead on the site of the 
Hampstead General Hospital and the North 
Western Hospital adjoining dated back to 
the end of the war, he said that the project 
would take severa] years to complete. It 
was complicated because the building would 
have to go on while the hospital was con- 
tinuing to give full service to patients. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


I apa most of question time on February 
25, Mr. IAIN MACLEOD, the Minister of 
Labour, and Mr. Ricnarp Woon, the Parlia- 


mentary Secretary, were answering questions 
on various aspects of unemployment, and 
Mr. C. W. Gipson particularly asked what 
was the number of unemployed operatives 
in the building industry in December, 1958, 
and in December, 1957. He also asked what 
relation existed between these figures and 
the rate of commencement of the building 
of new houses. 

Mr. MACLEOD: 69,292 workers whose last 
employment was in the building and con- 
tracting industries were unemployed in Great 
Britain on December 8, 1958, compared with 
45,498 on December 9, 1957. During 1958 
the construction of 259,000 houses was 
begun, compared with 276,000 in 1957. The 
level of employment in the industry depends 
on the total amount of building of all kinds 
in progress, though the number of new 
houses begun is an important part of that 
total. 

Mr. Gipson wondered, in view of the 
housing situation, if the Minister agreed with 
what his Parliamentary Secretary had stated 
in an unemployment debate—that it was a 
fall in demand which, among other things, 
created increased unemployment. How could 
the Minister say there was a fall in demand 
for building labour when we were still a 
million or more houses short of what was 
needed? Would the Minister say what steps 
were being taken to try and absorb the high 
figure of unemployment in the building 
industry, the highest since the beginning of 
the war? 

THE MINISTER replied that the point he 
was making was that there was no sort of 
direct relationship. Employment, as distinct 
from unemployment, had virtually not 
changed over the last year and the building 
figures were particularly difficult to interpret 
because there was so much movement in 
and out of the industry. As far as measures 
the Government were taking to help demand 
in this field, MPs would be aware of those 
relating to lower interest rates, credit restric- 
tions and additions to public investment 
announced in the House. 

Mr. SHINWELL said that, unlike the prob- 
lem of the shipbuilding industry which was 
affected by world conditions, the problem 
of unemployment in the building trade was 
largely a matter within the competence of 
the Government. 

Mr. BLENKINSOP asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on February 
24 whether he would restore housing suvosi- 
dies for houses built for general need by 
local authorities in areas where there was 
severe unemployment amongst building trade 
workers. 

Mr. Brooke: ‘No, but I am willing to 
consider requests to build more houses from 
local authorities in such areas.’ He added 
that he was quite willing to agree to New- 
castle-upon-Tyne building more houses than 
were built there last year. 


INLAND WATERWAYS 


| gsmnies for putting new life into disused 
canals, suggested by the Bowes Com- 
mittee in their report last year, are to be 
given a trial by the Government over the 
next two years before final decisions on the 
committee’s recommendations are taken. 
These were announced in a White Paper, 
entitled ‘Government proposals following 
the report of the Committee of Inquiry into 
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Inland Waterways,’ presented to Parliament 
by the Minister of Transport and published 
on February 23. 

The Government will set up at once an 
Inland Waterways Redevelopment Advisory 
Committee to consider schemes and make 
recommendation on them to the Ministers 
concerned, On the financial side the aim 
would be for schemes of redevelopment to 
be as nearly as possible self-supporting. 
Where costs cannot be entirely matched by 
payments from interests concerned, the 
Government would be prepared in principle 
to bridge a small gap by a special ad hoc 
grant towards the capital cost of redevelop- 
ment. The Commission would start detailed 
engineering and economic surveys to assess 
the prospective value of making the Grand 
Union Canal navigable by wide barges be- 
tween Birmingham and London. 

The White Paper says that it is the 
Government's aim to make it possible for 
all thosé concerned to make a start in a new 
atmosphere, first in the field of redevelop- 
ment. Local authorities, among others, are 
asked to consider the part they can play. 
It adds: ‘Canals can be redeveloped for 
amenity and recreation and particularly in 
urban areas the sites of derelict canals can 
be reclaimed for other uses. The Govern- 
ment welcome the active interest which the 
National Trust are showing in the possibility 
of taking over and preserving for the nation 
lengths of waterway of particular beauty or 
historical interest and hope to see suitable 
waterways pass into the Trust’s hands. The 
National Trust are now engaged in explora- 
tory talks with the B.T.C.’ 


CONURBATIONS 


N impassioned plea to the Government 

to substitute national planning of the 
distribution of employment and homes in 
beautiful but over-crowded Britain for the 
half-measures attempted hitherto and the 
chaos which wastes so much British life and 
energy was made in the House of Lords on 
February 25 by Lorp Beveripce. He called 
attention to the social and economic evils 
of unplanned conurbation and urged the 
Government to take early steps to prevent 
any further growth of these evils. 

Observing that the hideous term ‘ conurba- 
tion’ described a sti}l more hideous reality, 
Lord Beveridge pointed out that 42 per cent 
—two out of every five—of our people lived 
in an area about the size of Norfolk, and the 
chief feature of conurbation was that it 
meant that travelling to and from work had 
become the major occupation of the British 
people. That was far from being the only 
evil of unplanned conurbation. Others were 
bad housing conditions, leading to bad 
health, a discouragement of real community 
life and an obstacle to family life. 

The first Government spokesman, Earr 
BaTuurRst, said that the short answer to Lord 
Beveridge was that there could be no 
unplanned growth anywhere today. No 
building could take place except with the 
approval of the local planning authority. 
The Minister was the final arbiter of any 
further development. At this time no more 
land could be taken for any purpose than 
the Development Plan allowed unless the 
Plan be amended and this needed the 
Minister’s consent. 

After outlining progress made on the New 
Towns and by London and other cities on 
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overspill arrangements, Lord Bathurst 
said there was the further development for 
dealing with overspill in 11 new development 
centres which had been approved and which 
would provide 22,700 houses and 33 factories 
to give employment in these areas. In spite 
of all this, there was still an overspill prob- 
lem of 250,000 to be coped with under the 
Greater London Plan. 

Lorp SILkin, a former Minister of Town 
and Country Planning, said the difficulty 
was that in displacing 100 people from a con- 
gested area they could put back only 50 or 
60, and then they had to find other accom- 
modation for the remainder. There was a 
law of diminishing returns in the construc- 
tion of high buildings. The experience he 
had had on the LCC was that, however high 
flats were built, they could never get back 
anything like the population displaced in the 
congested areas. Planning contre] could be 
quite effective in ensuring that vacated fac- 
tories were not immediately ré-used for the 
Same purpose. He was interested in the 
Government's pride in the success of new 
towns, yet they had not built any more in 
England and Wales. 

Replying to the debate, the Eart oF 
DUNDEE, Minister without Portfolio, said the 
Government could not regard every example 
of what might be called conurbation as an 
evil. In Liverpool, Manchester and Birming- 
ham, schemes were in progress for overspill 
to more distant areas. But that was not 
enough. In addition their slum clearance 
and rehousing schemes still required a cer- 
tain amount of rebuilding around the fringe, 
which was expanding all the urban areas of 
these large cities. We did not want that to 
go on for ever; but for the time being it was 
inevitable to a certain extent. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


Fire Precautions in War 


THe HoMe SECRETARY, in a written reply, 
announced on February 17 that there was 
being issued that day the Civil Defence 
Industrial Bulletin No. 3 entitled /ndustrial 
Fire Precautions in War which gives guid- 
ance about civil defence measures to be 
taken in industrial and commercial premises 
to meet the risk of fire in war, and what 
advance preparations should be made in 
peace. The Bulletin contains a method of 
assessing the wartime fire hazard of indi- 
vidual premises. 


Restrictions on Service Stations 


Asked by Mr. KING to consider restricting 
the number of planning permissions for new 
petrol service stations Mr. Bevins, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, stated in a writ- 
ten answer on February 17: ‘ It is in the first 
instance for the local planning authority to 
consider an application for a new petrol 
station; but I am sending Mr. King a copy 
of a circular issued to planning authorities in 
England and Wales explaining the planning 
considerations which in the Minister's view 
apply in such cases.’ 


Regulations for Taller Buildings 


Sir ALFRED Bossom asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, in view 
of the fact that many much taller buildings 
were now being projected than were contem- 
plated when the model by-laws were pre- 
pared, if he would set up a committee to 


give guidance as to the most economic 
different heights, together with the essential 
regulations the different heights required, 
stages of preparation. I cannot yet make 
such as had beneficially existed for many 
years in the United States of America. 

Mr. Bevins (Parliamentary Secretary) 
wrote in reply on February 2:—‘ It is not 
for the Minister to give guidance to deve- 
lopers on the economics of high building 
generally, but the department’s recent pub- 
lication Flats and Houses, 1958, gives local 
authorities guidance about the economics of 
high buildings for housing purposes. Work 
on revising the department’s present model 
building by-laws will start soon and the 
much increased height of some building will 
be borne in mind during the revision.’ 


Helicopter Sites 


Sin WAVELL WAKEFIELD asked the Minister 
of Transport and Civil Aviation, on 
February 4, what was the overall plan for 
helicopter sites in the London area. 

Mr. WATKINSON wrote in reply: When 
commercially viable multi-engined _heli- 
copters are fully developed, one or more 
air stations may be required in Central 
London for international helicopter services. 
Other air stations may also be necessary in 
the suburbs as internal helicopter services 
develop. 


St. Andrew’s University 


Sik JAMES HENDERSON-STEWART asked the 
Secretary of State for Scotland if he would 
now announce his decision on the question 
of acquiring the West Burn-lane site for St. 
Andrew’s University. 

Mr. J. S. MAcLay wrote in reply on Feb- 
ruary 17: ‘I have decided that I should not 
in present circumstances be justified in 
requiring the town council to take steps for 
acquiring this land.’ 


Protection from the Weather 


Mr. Russe.t asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on February 17 
if he was aware that large transparent plastic 
tents were being used in Canada to enclose 
house-building construction, thus enabling 
work to continue during bad weather; and 
if, in order to reduce costs, he would advise 
local housing authorities to consider the use 
of similar equipment in this country. 

Mr. BROOKE wrote in reply: ‘Climatic 
conditions in Canada, especially in winter, 
necessitate the use of special building 
methods and equipment which would not be 
applicable in the United Kingdom. A small 
number of builders over here are using the 
equipment referred to. My information is 
that more experience is required before it 
can be seen whether its general use in this 
country would be economic.’ 


Scottish Road Programme 


Sir THOMAS Moore asked the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, if he would now make 
a further statement on the progress of, and 
future expenditure on, the road programme 
in Scotland. 

Mr J. S. MActLay, wrote in reply on 
February 19: ‘On July 30, 1957, I announced 
that the Scottish road programme for the 
four years 1958-62 would provide for the 
authorisation of schemes involving Govern- 
ment expenditure of £40m. By March 31, 
1959, I shall have authorised about half 
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of this amount, including £154m. in respect 
of the Forth Road Bridge. Schemes which 
I hope to authorise during the remaining 
three years of this programme are in various 
any announcement as to the level of expen- 
diture from 1962-63 onwards. 


Steel Supplies 


AN ESTIMATE that the 1959 public invest- 
ment programme would require very roughly 
24 million tons of finished steel, was given 
by Mr. Heatucoat Amory, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, in reply to a question on 
February 24. Estimates of the amount 
needed in each quarter of 1959 were not 
available, he said. 


Architects and Motorways 


Mr. GRESHAM COOKE asked the Minister 
of Transport on February 25 what further 
guidance he proposed to issue with regard 
to the establishment and operation of the 
urban road study groups, and whether he 
would add some guidance about the inclu- 
sion of architects and other professional 
advisers. 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON wrote in reply: 
‘I have suggested to local authorities in 
certain major industrial areas that they study 
their highway needs over the next 20 years 
as is being done in London. This is a matter 
for them and it would not be proper for me 
to dictate the make-up of their committees 

‘I am always ready to do what I can to 
help, if. approached on any aspect of their 
problems. I am sure that they realise, as I 
do, the importance of including architects 
and other professional advisers in these 
planning exercises and I have no reason to 
believe that the architectural profession in 
particular will not be fully represented.’ 


Government-financed Factories 


Sir Davin Ecctes, President of the Board 
of Trade, announced in a written reply on 
February 24 that he was prepared to add 
Merseyside to the list of places where they 
were now prepared to build Government- 
financed factories. 


Hospital Building 

Mr. BLENKINSOP asked the Minister of 
Health on February 23 if he would give the 
total value of building projects proposed 
by local authorities and sanctioned by him 
under the terms of the circular on capital 
investment issued by the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on November 17. 

Mr. WaALKER-SmiTH: * So far local authori- 
ties have proposed, and I have undertaken 
to recommend for loan sanction, building 
projects to the value of £2.6 millions. The 
figure for Tyneside is £32,150.’ 

When Mr. BLENKINSOP commented that in 
view of the amount of unemployment in 
the building trades, the sum was deplorably 
small, Mr. WALKER-SMITH said that as far 
as he was aware he had not failed to accept 
any scheme falling within the scope of the 
circular. Although it was not too late to 
accept them, further schemes should be sub- 
mitted quickly if they were to get within the 
terms of the circular. 

Mr. J. S. MAcLAy wrote in reply to Mr. 
NaiRN: ‘ Expenditure on the hospital build- 
ing programme in Scotland in each of the 
years 1959-60 and 1960-61 is expected to be 
about £3.2m., including all expenditure on 
capital equipment.’

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Scaffolding Accidents 

Mr. RicHarD Woop, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, writing on February 25 in reply to 
Mr. JANNER: * The number of workmen who 
died as a result of falling off buildings or 
scaffolding while engaged in building opera- 
tions covered by the Factories Acts during 
years 1956-1958 was 292. The deaths due to 
falls from scaffolding were 118, but I cannot 
say in how many cases the scaffolding was 
deficient. There are requirements in the 
Building (Safety, Health and Welfare) Regu- 
lations made under the Factories Acts aimed 
at ensuring that scaffolding is safe before it 
is used.’ 


Making-up Private Streets 


Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary, re- 
plying on February 24 to questions by Mr. 
BRAINE and Sir FRANK MEDLICOTT, said: ‘As 
a result of an examination of the cases which 
fhave recently come before him on appeal, 
the Minister has decided to put in hand 
a broader survey of the working of the 
arrangements for the making-up of private 
streets. When this survey is completed we 
shall consider what further action may be 
necessary.’ He added: *‘ What we have done 
so far has been to carry out examination of 
the appeals sent to the Ministry, but they 
give only part of the picture. We shall send 
to loca] authorities for further information 
and when we have it we shall consider an 
amendment of the law.’ 


‘TREES IN TOWN AND CITY’ 
New MoHLG Handbook 


Ways IN which towns and cities can be 
made more beautiful at relatively little cost 
by tree planting and conservation are 
illustrated in an 83-page handbook published 
recently by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, and entitled ‘Trees in 
Town and City.’ 

The book offers suggestions and advice 
to local authorities, estate developers, 
property owners and all those professionally 
concerned with landscaping, development 
and town planning. It suggests how patterns 
of trees can be established and looked after 
and how they can be associated with build- 
ings in the planning and development of 
urban areas, especially new areas and 
where new building is replacing slums. It 
stresses the part that private persons can 
play. 

Over 100 photographs illustrate the guid- 
ing principles and practical suggestions set 
out in the text. There is advice on choice 
of trees, their planting and care, and a chap- 
ter which lists 136 trees capable of playing 
some part in the ornamentation of an 
average British town, together with descrip- 
tions, cultural notes, botanical names, and 
principal characteristics, A useful biblio- 
graphy is included. 

Referring to the tendency of developers 
to clear trees and bushes from the sites 
before beginning operations, without giving 
thought to the possibility of retaining them, 
the book says: ‘ The impression of maturity 
which trees, even in the wrong position and 
poorly grown, can give to a new estate is 
worth having.’ 

Local authorities are also recommended 
in their own interests to do what they can 
to encourage developers to provide areas of 
grass and trees, because ‘ better landscaping 


on private estates implies higher rateable 
value and contributes to the character of a 
town.”

MANAGEMENT TRAINING 


Southern Counties’ ‘ Decade of 
Progress’ 


DECADE of progress in management 
training is reviewed in a _ booklet, 
‘Higher Education, 1949-1958” recently pub- 
lished by the Board of Administration of the 
Southern Counties Scholarship and Welfare 
Fund for Higher Education in Building— 
now to be known by the shorter title of the 
Southern Counties Building Education Trust. 
In the building industry today great stress 
is laid on management training and higher 
technological education for building execu- 
tives. It is widely recognised that the indus- 
try must attract the best type of boy into its 
managerial posts. The status of the indus- 
try, and particularly of the master builder, 
must be enhanced in the eyes of the com- 
munity. 

The booklet points out that the Southern 
Counties was the first Regional Federation 
to devote special attention and funds to these 
objects, whose vital importance is now so 
generally recognised. 

An important part of the Board’s work 
over the past ten years has been in publicis- 
ing to headmasters, careers masters and to 
the general public in the Region the oppor- 
tunities for suitable boys in the industry 
above the craft level. It has been found 
that there is widespread ignorance in aca- 
demic and lay circles about these aspects of 
the industry. Members of the Board have 
given talks at many public and grammar 
schools in the Region. 

The Board’s activities have also included 
the annual award of cash prizes for the best 
results by registered student-pupils in the 
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Diploma examinations; advice to members 
on their sons’ training for a career in the 
industry; and close liaison with the technical 
colleges in the Region which offer full-time 
courses. 

The Board of Administration ends its 
report with the view that its work must be 
regarded as part of a long-term policy. It 
recommends to the Southern Counties 
Federation that the Board’s powers should 
be extended by deed for another ten years, 
with a payment of £500 per annum to the 
fund, so that the work could continue on 
similar lines. 

It is a tribute to the appreciation felt im 
the Southern Counties for the Board’s work 
that the Federation Council at a recent meet- 
ing unanimously agreed to the Board's 
recommendations. 


HAMMERSMITH COLLEGE 


PRIZEGIVING 
‘ Enrolment Increased by 15 per 


cent’ says Chairman 


HE annual prize distribution of the Ham- 
mersmith College of Art and Building 
was held on February 19 at Hammersmith 
Town Hall, King-street, under the chair- 
manship of Mr. H. G. Dowling, chairman of 
the Governors. Principal guests included Sir 
Edward Crowe, KCMG, who presented the 
prizes, and the Mayors and Mayoresses of 
Hammersmith, Chelsea, Fulham and Acton. 
In the annual report, given by Mr. H. G. 
DOWLING, in the absence of the principal, it 
was stated that at the last prize distribution 
it was reported that the number of students 
had, at that time, reached the highest figure 
for the College. He was happy to announce 
that enrolment in the 1957/8 session had 
increased by a further 15 per cent. Student 
hours had showed an increase of some 
80,000. 

It was also stated that the Mary Boon 
School adjacent to the College would be 
vacated and adapted so that accommodation 
might be made available for the College. 

Mr. Dowling went on to mention the set- 
ting up by the Governors of Advisory Com- 
mittees to aid the College in providing for 
the requirements of the various industries, 
trades and professions which the College 
serves. ‘These committees,/ said Mr. 
Dowling, ‘have met and it is obvious from 
their deliberations that they will produce 
most useful results.’ The members of these 
Committees, he added, were all men of 
authority and experience in their own par- 
ticular fields and the Governors were grate- 
ful to them for giving so freely of their 
valuable time to assist the College in this 
way. It was hoped, he concluded, to extend 
the arrangements to cover other aspects of 
the College. 

In his address, which preceded the pre- 
sentation of the prizes, Sin Enwarp Crowe, 
KCMG, said that he was very proud to have 
been president and chairman of the Royal 
Society of Arts because the Society did a 
really useful job in connection with art and 
industry. 

Continuing, he said that the College had 
new techniques and new methods, but he 
was not sure whether sometimes teachers 
were not trying to teach new techniques 
with old methods, 
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HEAT PUMPS FOR DOMESTIC 
CENTRAL HEATING 
BRS Reply to Inquiry 
HERE has been considerable interest 
recently in the possibility of using heat 
pumps for central heating of houses. Below 
is given the answer of the Building Research 
Station, DSIR, to an inquiry by the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
which summarises the present situation. The 
inquiry was: Are heat pumps out of the 
question for central heating in houses ? 

The reply states : This is basically a matter 
of economics, depending on whether suitable 
heat pumps can be made at a low enough 
price. No British models for full house 
heating are available at present but some 
manufacturers are working to develop suit- 
able units. 

The advantage of the heat pump over 
direct fuel-burning apparatus is that it 
delivers heat (via a warm-air or hot-water 
system) well in excess of the energy it con- 
sumes, the excess being obtained by cooling 
some such source as the outside air or 
ground. This gain depends partly on the 
operating temperature of the heating system, 
and a low-temperature system is the most 
advantageous. For that reason warm air or 
floor panels would be used rather than a 
conventional radiator system. One might 
then expect to obtain three or so units of 
heat for each unit consumed, i.e., elec- 
trical heating at about one-third of the nor- 
mal running cost. 

But such a machine, which works on the 
same principle as a refrigerator, is much 
more expensive than, say, a normal electrical 
heater of the same capacity. Heat pumps 
have been used for house-heating in America 
but there the circuit can be reversed to pro- 
vide necessary summer cooling and the cost 
of the unit can largely be set against this 
cooling requirement; this same consideration 
applies to the smal] units available here for 
domestic water heating which provide cool- 
ing of the larder. 

In this country a heat pump for house- 
heating would normally have to justify itself 
economically as a heater only, although it 
could be arranged to provide domestic 
refrigeration as well. Detailed comparisons 
are not possible but the running cost quoted 
is roughly of the same order as that of a 
solid fuel or oil-fired boiler. 

This suggests that, to be economically 
attractive, the cost of the heat pump should 
be comparable with that of the items it 
replaces; boiler, flue and fuel store, and 
possibly part of the cost of a refrigerator.

Output Back to Peak Level 


TINHE value of constructional work carried 

out by contractors in the fourth quarter 
of 1958, according to provisional figures 
compiled by the Ministry of Works, was 
£464m., some £13m. more than in the same 
period of 1957. This brought the total value 
of work carried out during the year to 
£1,819m. at current prices, nearly £30m. 
more than in 1957. The fourth quarter’s 
figures show that output was back at the 
peak level first achieved in 1956. 


Output of Iron Castings 


The total output of iron castings in the 
fourth quarter of 1958 at 814,900 tons 
(877,600 actual) compares with 962,000 tons 
in the fourth quarter of 1957—a reduction 
of 15 per cent, states the Joint Iron Council. 
Iron castings used for building and domestic 
purposes in the fourth quarter of 1958 
amounted to 133,500 tons compared with 
146,100 tons for the fourth quarter of 1957, 
a decrease of 8.6 per cent. 


Builders’ Benevolent Institution 


The annual general meeting of the 
Builders’ Benevolent Institution took place 
on February 19, at 47 Bedford-square, 
WCl. The President, Mr. Nigel Hannen, 
BA, FIOB, was in the chair. The annual 
election resulted in the appointments of 
Lt.-Col. T. G. Galbraith as President, Capt.

‘Garden City’ Planned for Staffs. 

A private * garden city’ with 500 houses 
on the borders of Wednesfield and Willen- 
hall (staffs) is planned by the Wolverhamp- 
ton building firm, John McLean and Sons. 
The firm have signed a contract to buy 57 
acres, part of which is subject to a compul- 
sory purchase order for a new school, and 
another part of which is earmarked for the 
Essington ‘Spur’ of the London to Man- 
chester motorway. The 500 houses, says Mr. 
Geoffrey McLean, will be in various designs, 
costing from £1,700 to £3,000. There will 
be provision for a market hall, communal 
recreation centre and post office on the 
estate. 


Industrial Light Oils 


Mr. F. J. Erroll, MP, Economic Secretary 
to the Treasury, recently received a deputa- 
tion from the Industrial Light Oils Commit- 
tee, led by Mr. N. J. Campbell, chairman. 
The deputation handed to Mr. Erroll, for 
transmission to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, their case for the repeal of the 
2s. 6d. a gallon duty on Light Hydrocarbon 
Oils used for industrial processes. In ampli- 
fying the case, the deputation compared the 
rate of Hydrocarbon Oil duty, which at 
2s. 6d. a gallon is of the order of 125 per 
cent-of the value of the oil, with the maxi- 
mum purchase tax rate of 60 per cent. They 
also referred to the implications of a pos- 
sible Free Trade Area. 
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LCC BUILDING BY-LAWS 
Preventing Emission of Smoke 


HE London County Council in a public 
announcement elsewhere in this issue 
gives notice, in accordance with Section 8 (a) 
of the London Building Act (Amendment) 
Act, 1935, that it proposes, in not less than 
two months’ time, to make a by-law re- 
quiring the provision in new buildings of 
such arrangements for heating and cooking 
as are calculated to prevent, so far as is 
practicable, the emission of smoke. The Acts 
under which the by-law would be made are 
the London Building Act (Amendment) Act, 
1935; the London Building (Constructional) 
By-laws, 1952; and the Clean Air Act, 1956. 
Any authority, body or person desirous of 
objecting to the proposed by-law may do so 
within six weeks after the publication of this 
notice by a letter addressed to the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, White 
hall, London, SW1, setting out the grounds 
on which the objection is made. Copies of 
the proposed by-laws are deposited at the 
County Hall (Room 314A, Main Building), 
Westminster Bridge, SEI, and are open to 
public inspection. Copies may be obtained 
from the Clerk of the Council (T/BL) by 
sending a stamped addressed envelope. 


ADVANTAGES OF PLASTER 
Publicity Bureau Proposal 


called by the National 
Federation of Plastering Contractors was 
held recently in London to consider the 
establishment of a Bureau to publicise the 
advantages of plaster. Many in the plastering 
industry feel that a move should be made to 
bring to the notice of architects and others 
concerned with designing new buildings the 
merits of plaster as a building material. 

The conference particularly noted reports 
of the experience of the American plaster- 
ing industry, which has been faced since the 
war with a trend away from the use of 
plaster and which has done much to 
enlighten architects and the public by means 
of publicity bureaux throughout the USA. 

The conference approved in principle the 
establishment of a bureau in this country 
and decided to invite those present and other 
interested organisations to nominate repre- 
sentatives to serve on an exploratory com 
mittee in order to prepare a definite scheme.

‘ KULIHAT’ ACOUSTIC ABSORBERS: a new 
type suitable for existing buildings where 
the reverberation time is too long and the 
surface available for treatment is only a 
fraction of the total surface of the room.

The Powell River Co., Ltd., is to 
build a $6m. fine-paper mill on Annacis 
Island, in the Fraser River, near Vancouver. 
Anglin-Norcross Ontario, Ltd., of 
Toronto, have been awarded a $3m. contract 
for the construction of a manufacturing 
plant, five miles south of London, Ontario, 
for the Northern Electric Company, Ltd, 
Completion is scheduled for spring 1960.

New Victoria Bridge, Perth 

ERTH Town Council have been given a 

75 per cent grant from the Secretary of 
State for Scotland towards the cost of replac- 
ing the Victoria Bridge, which carries the 
Perth-Dundee road across the River Tay. It 
is anticipated that work will begin some time 
in April. The present scheme involves the 
erection of a new bridge, at an estimated 
cost of £145,000, of reinforced and pre- 
stressed concrete, consisting of a central arch 
span of 187 ft. 5 in., and two cantilevered 
end spans of 112 ft. and 78 ft. 5 in. 

The immediate approaches to the bridge 
will also be improved under the scheme, in- 
cluding a revised layout of the junction with 
Gowrie-street and Dundee-road. 

If work begins next month the roadway 
might be open for two-way traffic before 
April, 1960. The bridge is expected to take 
18 months to two years to complete. 

A provisional estimate of £20,000 for a 
Bailey Bridge has been submitted by the 
Army, but the employees’ and employers’ 
organisations in the civil engineering industry 
have objected to the use of the Army on a 
job which could be done by civilian con 
tractors.

Hydro-Electric Board Annual Report 

THE North of Scotland Hydro-Electric 
Board’s Annual Report for 1958, published 
on February 26, states that the Board in their 
first 15 years have completed the develop- 
ment of about a quarter of the estimated 
usable water power resources of the High 
lands. 

During the year final adjustments were 
made to the Awe Scheme and in its 
amended form it was referred to the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland for confirmation. 
The scheme inchudes the first large-scale 
pumped storage development in Scotland at 
Cruachan with 400,000 kilowatts of com- 
bined pumping and generating plant. «At 
Cruachan it is proposed to utilise the dif- 
ference in level (1160 ft.) between Loch Awe 
and a reservoir to be formed higher up on 
the Cruachan Burn. It is hoped that this 
development will be available to meet the 
growing Scottish load by 1965/1966. 

Hydro-electric schemes at the construc- 
tional stage, it is reported, have a total 
capacity of 169,256 kilowatts with an esti- 
mated average annual output of 432.1 mil- 
lion units. Contracts were let for the Strath 
farrar Scheme dams and power stations at 
Aigas and Kilmorack and those for the 
works in Glen Strathfarrar are to be placed 
early in 1959. 


University Block Approved 


THE redevelopment of George-square by 
the University of Edinburgh reached a 
further stage on February 25 when plans for 
buildings of the Faculty of Arts were 
approved in principle by the corporation's 
planning committee. The proposals included 
a 14-storey block.
